Human Footprint In a Stone. 


Sir. John B. Wiggins of Vs'averly, 


K. J., was once searching for geo- 
logical, ethnological and other kinds 
of specimens on the top of Blue 
mountains in Perry county, Pa., 
when ho discovered what is believed 
to bo the earliest trace of ninn in 
America. This "trace," which is in 
tho shape of a human footprint in 
it slab of limestone, has been care- 
fully studied by some of the greatest 
of American and foreign ethnologists 
and geologists. Tbo stone is only 
about 
(J by 9,1., by 4).,' inches, and 


weighs only six pounds. It is sol,id 
rock, however, and the impression 
in it (which must have been undo 
thousands of years ago when tbo 
stone was softl is that of tho right 
foot of a man. Tho print is ~'.j inches 
long, :!.'_, inches across in tho widest 
place, and very shapely. It is pressed 
into the stone to tho depth of about 
a half inch, and bhows tho heel and 
all tho five toes perfectly.—St. Louis 
Kepnblio.
